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ARTICLE OF AMENDMENT No. 1. 


The establishment of the popular initiative and referendum 
and the legislative initiative of specific amendments of the Con- 
stitution. 


ARTICLE OF AMENDMENT No. 2. 


The conservation, development and utilization of the agri- 
cultural, mineral, forest, water and other natural resources of the 
commonwealth are public uses, and the general court shall have 
power to provide for the taking, upon payment of just compensa- 
tion therefor, of lands and easements or interests therein, includ- 
ing water and mineral rights, for the purpose of securing and 
promoting the proper conservation, development, utilization and 
control thereof and to enact legislation necessary or expedient 
therefor. 


ARTICLE OF AMENDMENT NO. 3. 


Advertising on public ways, in public places and on private 
property within public view may be regulated and restricted by 
law. 


ARTICLE OF AMENDMENT No. 4. 


The preservation and maintenance of ancient landmarks and 
other property of historical or antiquarian interest is a public use, 
and the commonwealth and the cities and towns therein may, 
upon payment of just compensation, take such property or any 
interest therein under such regulations as the general court may 
prescribe.

DEATHS REGISTERED IN 1918 
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Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should be 
complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of Massa- 
chusetts, Vol. 1, Chap. 29, as amended by Chap. 280, Acts 1912. 


SECTION 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the 
city or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date 
and place of birth, giving the street number, if any, the number 
of the ward in a city and the family name. Failure to mail or 
deliver the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars for each offence. The notice required by this 
section need not be given if the notice required by the following 
section is given wihin forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


SECTION 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep a 
record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were in 
charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or de- 
liver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the birth 
occurred, a report of the birth, stating the date and place, the 
name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names, ages, 
places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, giving 
the street number, if there be any, and the number of the ward in 
a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or not the 
physician or midwife signing the birth return personally attended 
the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be stated except at the request in 
writing of both the father and mother filed with the return. The 
record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as above provided, 
shall also contain the facts hereby required to be reported to the 
city or town clerk. The fee of the physician or midwife shall be 
twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, which shall be paid 
by the city or town where the report is made, upon presentation to 

* the city or town treasurer of a certificate from the city or town 
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clerk stating that the said birth has been properly reported to him. 
The report required to be made by this section is in addition to the 
report required to be made by the preceding section, and as above 
provided, if made within forty-eight hours of the birth, the report 
required by the preceding section shall not be required. A physi- 
cian or midwife who neglects to make and keep the record hereby 
required, or who neglects to report in the manner specified above 
each birth within fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offense 
forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. The city or town 
clerk or registrar shall file daily with the local board of health 
a list of all births reported to him giving the following facts: 
date of birth, sex, color, family, name, residence, ward, physician, 
or midwife. 


SECTION 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

Pe WIS Ve GASKILL 


Lewis B. Gaskill, senior member of the board 
of selectmen, died July 1, 1918, in his ninetieth year. 

Mr. Gaskill had served continuously as a 
member of the Board of Selectmen, Board of Health 
and Overseers of the Poor, since the incorporation of 
the town of Hopedale in April 1886, having been 
elected at the first town meeting, April 19, 1886. 

He had lived in what is now the town of 
Hopedale since 1860; for over forty years he was 
located on the Benjamin Albee farm, at the extreme 
southerly boundary of the town on Mill river. On 
this farm was the site of the first gristmill in the 
original town of Mendon. 

Mr. Gaskill was a man of sterling integrity, 
sound judgment and strong convictions; he was 
loyal and devoted to Hopedale and its best interests. 
The town owes him a debt of gratitude for his many 
years of faithful service.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :— 


The twenty-fifth annual report of the superintendent of 
schools is herewith presented. 


TEACHERS. 


The resignation of Mr. Yeaton from the high school faculty 
was not altogether unexpected but was much regretted by all 
parties concerned. The question of being able to retain his ser- 
vices for another year had been in doubt for some time, and after 
giving the matter careful consideration, the school committee 
came to the conclusion that every inducement had been offered 
which could be of any avail in the case. His decision was based 
upon factors beyond the control of Hopedale, inducements such 
as only a large high school can offer. Mr. Yeaton was a teacher 
who took a personal interest in his pupils and proved conclusively 
that co-operation is a more potent influence than coercion. 

Two vacancies in the grades occurred at the close of the sum- 
mer vacation, at a time when vacancies were least expected. We 
were fortunate in being able to fill these positions without delay, 
and all schools opened as scheduled. 


ENFORCED VACATIONS. 


At no time within the educational history of the state have 
the schools been so seriously interfered with as during the past 
three years. First it was infantile paralysis; then a shortage of 
fuel; and this year the influenza; the last by far the most serious 
of all. 

This great loss of time ‘will have its effect in the work of the 
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pupils, and their progress up to the end of the school year in 
June will depend more upon the efforts of the children and the 
encouragement of their parents than upon any possible forced 
drive by the teachers to make up lost time. 


WAR ACTIVITIES. 


While the war has furnished many an opportunity to teach 
lessons in patriotism, it has also offered many a temptation to over- 
do the matter. It has been the policy of this country to keep all 
its public schools at their highest degree of efficiency, and we have 
considered anything which mitigates against this fundamental re- 
sponsibility as of doubtful patriotic value. It has not seemed 
wise to encourage frequent solicitation of funds from the pupils. 
The public schools are not the place to make a humiliating dis- 
tinction between those children who can respond to various calls 
for money and those who can not and ought not to be expected to 
doso. On the other hand, no effort has been spared to inculcate in 
every child a deeper love of country and a keener sense of person- 
al obligation to render public service whenever and wherever it 
could be done without interfering with the preparation for greater 
and more vital responsibilities later. 

Every pupil in town joined the Junior Red Cross, and under 
the direction of Miss Nutting for the grades and Miss Day for 
the high school, has performed generous and effective service. 
The purchase of thrift and war savings’ stamps has been equally 
commendable, the total investment for all the pupils in town be- 
ing almost fifty-five hundred dollars. The exact figures will be 
found in the accompanying table. 

The honor roll at the high school shows the number who 
have donned their country’s uniform is fifty-eight. The account 
of their service more properly forms a part of their country’s 
history rather than a part of this report, and the story of him 
who received the gold star is too sacred a subject to be more than 
mentioned here. In view of this record, it can not be said that 
patriotism has been a neglected subject in the past, and with these 
splendid examples before them, together with the service flag and 
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_honor roll, we believe there can be no lack of patriotism in the 
future. | 

The Delano Patrick Peace Essays this year, as last, were 
devoted to a discussion. of plans for the reorganization of the 
world on a permanent peace basis after the present war. Prizes 
were awarded to Hopedale pupils as follows: 3rd prize, Wilfred 
Earl; 4th prize, Joseph Friedlander. 


LEAVING SCHOOL FOR ECONOMIC REASONS. 


After the United States entered the war there was an enor- 
mous demand for child labor at what would have been fabulous 
wages for normal times. In addition to this was the high cost of 
living of which everyone was perfectly well aware. It was ex- 
pected that these two facts would materially reduce the registra- 
tion in the upper grades and in the high school, and in a great 
many places this was true. Happily we did not share in these 
losses to any appreciable extent, a fact which shows a very com- 
mendable interest in education on the part of both parents and 
pupils. 


MANUAL TRAINING. 


No attempt was made last June to present a formal and ex- 
tensive exhibit of manual training, yet some of the boys had done 
such good work that it seemed as if we were lacking in apprecia- 
tion not to accord it some public recognition. ‘Therefore a few 
pieces of furniture were placed on exhibition in a vacant show 
window, and to my mind, they furnished tangible and convincing 
evidence of the high character of work being done in this de- 
partment. In view of the fact that these boys are allowed only 
about sixty hours, or a single week, in the whole year for this 
work, it is quite remarkable that they are able to produce articles 
of such real utility and excellent workmanship. 


EDUCATION IS MORE THAN LEARNING. 


Rousseau in his celebrated Essay on Education, treating of 
the ideal course of procedure with the child, says, “Let him first 


94 


be a man,” but education proceeds as if Rousseau and every other 
educational authority had said, ‘‘Let him first be a scholar.” 
Schools are expected to promote scholarship, but the founders of 
most of the educational systems in the United States placed far 
greater stress upon moral than upon scholastic training. The 
following very significant language will be found in the Consti- 
tution of Massachusetts: 

“Tt shall be the duty of legislators and magistrates, in all 
future periods of this commonwealth, to countenance and incul- 
cate the principles of humanity and general benevolence, public 
and private charity, industry and frugality, honesty and punctual- 
ity in their dealings; sincerity, good humor, and all social affec- 
tions and generous sentiments among the people.” This language, 
rewritten to make it more modern and more emphatic, became the 
basis of Massachusetts school laws and will be found in Chapter 
42 Section 18, of the Revised Laws. 

This Massachusetts doctrine, which subsequently found its 
way directly or indirectly into the constitution of almost every 
state in the Union, clearly recognizes that ‘‘wisdom and knowl- 
edge, far from being one, have ofttimes no connection; knowl- 
edge dwells in heads replete with thoughts of other men, wisdom 
in minds attentive to their own.” 

It is a curious fact that the world’s great educators almost 
never define education in terms of knowledge, scholarship, or 
learning. Virtue, intelligence, morality, religion, wisdom, pa- 
triotism, civic righteousness, culture, harmonious development, 
preparation for complete living, etc., are the terms in which edu- 
cation has been defined by all writers, both ancient and modern. 
There are those who are beginning to fear that we teachers have 
wholly misinterpreted the platform upon which we stand. 

As illustrations of the reason for this fear, allow me to cite 
concrete cases. There is a law requiring training in the duties of 
citizenship in the elementary schools, and the state school authori- 
ties earnestly recommend the same training in high schools. The 
law has been in effect since August, 1917. A special agent of 
national reputation was employed by the State Board of Educa- 
tion, and conferences were held throughout the state to insure the 
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observance of the law. To all appearances the results have been 
meager. ‘l’he majority of high schools are still teaching the usual 
type of civil government simply because the colleges allow 
credit for it. They have generally neglected to teach community 
civics notwithstanding the fact that more than four years of cruel 
warfare have been waged to make the world safe for democracy, 
and the foundation of democracy is good citizenship. 

It has been urged in certain quarters that the history of the 
World War should be taught as a definite formal subject. It has 
been taught incidentally to a few pupils, but not one in ten could 
pass a creditable examination in the subject. On the other hand, 
Ancient History has been forced upon unwilling and uninterested 
freshmen in the same large amounts as heretofore. Thorough- 
ness has been insisted upon in order that the pupils may be able 
to pass the examinations. Ancient History has been taught, not 
because of its value to the student, but because the colleges give 
credit for it. Current history of the greatest events the world 
has ever witnessed has been neglected because it was feared there 
would not be time for both. Shall we ever be freed from this 
irrational domination which compels us to teach subjects instead 
of human beings ? 

Certain of the best high schools in the state are now main- 
taining two courses in each subject, one for those who are going 
to college and a better course for those who are not. National 
committees have been at work several years on the problem of the 
“Reorganization of Secondary Education.” 

This whole subject might be stated in other phraseology to 
the effect that schools should connect with life, or in the language 
of Herbert Spencer, ‘“‘How to live is the great thing education 
has to teach.’ Modern education, as ordinarily observed, teaches 
a pupil how to build a diamond shaped house by the use of a tran- 
sit but it does not teach how to build a rectangular house, based 
on the principle that the two diagonals of a rectangle are equal. It 
will be admitted that rectangular houses are much more common 
in life than diamond-shaped structures. There is nothing in 
modern education that will enable a farmer’s boy to properly brace 
the corner posts of a wire fence or the posts of a gateway, either 
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with a pole for a strut or a wire for a tie, and yet it must be ad- 
mitted that wire fences are not at all uncommon. 

It may be necessary at times to teach the abstract fact, but it 
is far more important to give the concrete, nearby illustration. 
‘The pupil will be more deeply interested, will understand it better 
and remember it longer. I do not wish to recommend anything 
radical for Hopedale, but I do hope we shall ally ourselves with 
the practical rather than with the visionary. 


THE RELATION OF ,.THE HIGH SCHOOL TO 
THE COLLEGES. 


If the high schools are not teaching the most useful subjects 
in the best way, the question will naturally be asked why the 
proper reorganization is not made at once. Let me give a bit of 
our own experience, hoping it will help to clarify the situation. 
The present number of students in college from our high school 
is seven, and within the last four years, it has been as high as 
fifteen. In view of these facts, there can be no doubt that our 
high school fits for college, and it has fitted for college for the 
last ten years. It is not claimed that a student could take any 
subjects he wished for the first three years and then suddenly 
decide to fit for college in the last year alone. He can not do it 
now and it is doubtful if he ever will be able to do it, unless the 
colleges change their mode of admission. A strong movement has 
been started to compel them to do so. But any student who made 
up his mind at the outset to go to college may now or might have 
in the past obtained all his preparation in the Hopedale high 
school. 

All of the above might be true and still the school not appear 
on the certification list. It may be gratifying to the people of 
the town to know that the local high school has now obtained 
certificate privileges ; that the largest and best high school in the 
state has no more privileges with the colleges than our own high 
school. It may surprise people to realize that the school might 
go on for the next ten years, constantly improving, and yet we 
should be dropped from the certification list if no one from our 
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high school should happen to go to college. The uninitiated 
would say it no longer fitted for college—a contention as mani- 
festly absurd as the college entrance rule itself. 

- Every high school faculty desires to have its school on the 
approved list, for this is the only criterion by which the public 
judges the high school. In order to obtain the coveted privilege, 
the high school must slavishly follow the requirements fixed by 
the colleges. Such a course is also called for by the public, which 
does not realize that getting a good education is the main thing 
and being on the approved list a mere incident.

The Trustees wish to impress upon the inhabitants of the 
town that a public library is the proper place in which to deposit 
any manuscript or printed matter of any kind whether book, 
pamphlet, report, notice, poster, handbill or newspaper, that con- 
tains any direct or indirect reference to Hopedale. If each citizen 
will bear this in mind, and do his share in the matter, the library 
will eventually contain a more complete history of our town than 
can be made in any other way. 

The Trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion that 
will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respectfully 
submit the thirty-third annual report and the twentieth from the 
present building. 

We are following the plan adopted eleven years ago, and we 
call your attention to the report of the Librarian, which gives 
our statistics for the year 1918, together with an account of the 
varied activities under her supervision. 

Several events unite in making the year 1918 unique in the 
annals of the Library. Early in the year the coal shortage—one 
of the by-products of the war—threatened to close the Library. 
We were able, however, to obtain a sufficient supply of soft coal 
to meet the situation, thanks to the courtesy and public spirit of 
the Draper Corporation. ‘Then the Trustees found themselves 
confronted with the condition that everything connected with 
the support of the Library had advanced greatly in price, while 
on account of the exigencies of the war, they—in common with 
the other departments of the Town—were given a smaller ap- 
propriation. The Trustees have tried to meet this situation with 
an eye single to the best interests of the Town. ‘There were cer- 
tain fixed expenses which could not be reduced ; there were some, 
moreover, which on account of the prevailing high prices had to 
be increased. The Trustees have reduced expenses wherever pos- 
sible ; but in order that the efficiency of the Library might not be 
too much impaired, they have used the 1918 income from the 
Bancroft-Day Fund and from the Joseph B. and Sylvia W. 
Bancroft Fund to meet the necessary expenses beyond the amount 
of the Town appropriation. 

Among the various economies which have been practiced, 
perhaps the most noticeable was the reduction in the number of 
new books added each two weeks from fifteen to ten. Then the 
amount of binding requisite to maintain the books in good con- 
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Jition has been halved; and the Librarian with the assistance of 
the Janitor has done the work connected with the Library. Early 
in the year the Library was closed on all Sundays except the 
first in the winter months, when the usual Victrola concerts were 
given. This action was taken for two reasons: to conserve the 
coal supply, and then because the number of people using the 
Library on Sundays had decreased and did not seem enough to 
warrant keeping the Library open under the circumstances. _ 

At the outbreak of the influenza epidemic, upon the advice of 
the School Physician, the Library was closed September 24, and 
remained closed for nearly six weeks until the Board of Health 
allowed it to open again on November 4. The per capita circu- 
lation for the year 11.076 is based, therefore, on 46 weeks in- 
stead of the customary 52. This is a remarkably good record, and 
it is only reasonable to infer that it would have been even higher 
had conditions permitted the Library to be open all the year. 

Too much credit cannot be given the Librarian for the man- 
ner in which she has correlated the work of the Library with the 
necessities of the war and the needs of the Town. Under her 
management the Library has made its influence felt in all the war 
activities, and has at all times served the citizens. One of the 
notable illustrations of this service to the community was the 
lecture in the Library by the Rev. Samuel EEE tie of Milford 
on his experiences in the war. 

The South Hopedale Branch continues its excellent work 
under Mrs. Smith’s capable direction. ‘Though this Branch is 
open but once a week, the circulation is remarkably good. Mr. 
Meade has added to his value at the Library by the efficient way 
in which he carries on the work at the desk, whenever his services 
are needed there. In the resignation of Mrs. Ferguson in May 
the Library lost a most competent Assistant, upon whom the 
Librarian could always depend. 

In some respects the Library has been most fortunate this 
year. There have been no unexpected expenses incurred. There 
have been several permanent improvements. Early in the year 
additional book shelves were secured; and also the stacks were 
equipped with label holders. These have added greatly to the 
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convenience of the patrons in locating books. One of the outdoor 
improvements is the building of a drain to remove the water from 
the melting snow and ice which formerly found its way into the 
basement door. Several more Juniper trees have been added to 
the trees and shrubs around the Fountain. 

In this connection it seems fitting to speak of the Fountain 
of Hope which is so appropriate to the Town. ‘The Carrara 
marble, beautiful as it is, is ill adapted to the rigors of our New 
England winters. We have recently had a new covering made to 
replace the original one; but in our opinion, a regard for its pres- 
ervation would counsel such a permanent covering as would ef- 
fectually preserve it in its present beauty. 

The Trustees wish to acknowledge with hearty thanks the 
presents given the Library during the year. Several of these 
presents are of especial interest, and have the tendency to give 
the Library that historic setting which it welcomes and which 
will add to its associations in the days to come. The desk on 
which Rev. Adin Ballou did much of his writing was presented by 
Mrs. George H. Davis, and the hand-wrought latch from Adin 
Ballou’s study door was given by Mr. J. E. Barns of Milford. 
Mr. Frank J. Dutcher has presented a relic of the Civil War 
times, a picture of the Hopedale Shops as they appeared then, 
framed in wood taken from the old Temple Shop. Mrs. A. T. 
Gifford of Fitchburg has shown her continued interest in the 
Library by giving several books connected with the early days of 
the Town. Mrs. Walbridge S. Taft again does a great deal for 
the benefit of the children by giving several beautifully illustrated 
books for their use. Three more books have been purchased from 
the money given by Gen. Draper in 1899. 

The Trustees wish to express their appreciation to all who 
have contributed to the success of the Library. The public-spirit- 
ed citizens who have given the Victrola concerts have done a great 
deal to add to its attractiveness by their well-chosen selections. 
The exhibitions of posters designed by children of the Grammar 
School are another feature to be commended. 

After twenty years of service the heater has needed many 
repairs the past year. It is planned to install a new and larger 
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one in the near future. Such permanent improvements as this 
will readily be paid from the accumulated interest from the 
Funds without expense to the Town. 

In conclusion it seems fitting to call attention to the unusual 
advantages the Bancroft Memorial Library offers to the citizens 
of Hopedale, with its well-assorted collection of books open for 
nearly six hours every week-day during the year. In order to ap- 
preciate thoroughly how much our Library does, one must com- 
pare it with libraries in other towns of the same size or those with 
much larger population. ‘That the people of Hopedale appreciate 
its resources is best shown by its high per capita circulation which 
ranks among the best in the State.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the twelfth annual re- 
port, to which is appended the usual detailed tabulations of the 
growth and use of the library. 

This year of war, 1918, with its decreased population, un- 
stable coal bin, increased expenses and influenza will long be re- 
membered, in the library’s history, as one of frugality and elim- 
ination in all save personal service. ‘The library has been open 
51 days less than in 1917, yet in spite of that handicap, its 
per capita circulation of 11.076 as against 11.364 for 
the entire year 1917, shows that, with the changed population 
the total circulation of 20,469 volumes represents a slightly 
increased use by each person, even though the number of books 
loaned is less by 7782 volumes. The reading and reference 
rooms—including the children’s table—have been used by 8006 
people. 

The library has been open for reading and the circulation 
of books on the first Sunday of the five winter months only. 
Preceding this regular use Victrola Concerts have been given 
by Miss Alice Henry, Mrs. Henry L. Patrick, Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred Ball and Mr. and Mrs. John Henry; on Nov. 24, a lecture 
on “France in War Times” by the Rev. Samuel Dupertuis, of 
Milford. ‘The total attendance at these Sunday afternoon enter- 
tainments has been 208. 

The number of new books added each alternate week has 
been reduced from 15 to 10; the number of periodicals with libra- 
ry paid subscriptions from 59 to 52. Of the 216 books added 
to the library by purchase all, except 43 volumes bought with the 
town appropriation, have been paid for from either the Gen. 
Draper money, the Bancroft Fund, the Sarah M. Whipple Fund, 
or the Bancroft-Day Fund. Among the books of presumably per-

manent interest purchased from the Bancroft Fund, the following 
seem worthy of special mention: New International Year Book, 
1917; Dominian, Frontiers of Language and Nationality in 
Europe; Life and Letters of Edward Everett Hale; New York 
Times, Current History, V. 6 and 7; Rhodes, History of the Civil 
War; Education of Henry Adams; Morley, Recollections ; Who’s 
Who in America, 1918-1919. Mrs. Walbridge S. Taft has given 
the library twelve volumes, of which eleven were beautifully il- 
lustrated books for young people. 

Eight Story Hours attracted 278 children, ten of whom at- 
tended every one; all the stories were about King Arthur and his 
Knights. In this pleasant duty, the librarian was most ably 
assisted by Miss Jeanne Butterworth who, at that time, was work- 
ing in the library as a part of the practice experience demanded 
by her Simmons College Library Course. 

The Library Art Club represents one of the year’s elimina- 
tions. Our membership expired in May, after receiving four ex- 
hibits, and was not renewed. There have been two exhibits of 
the work in drawing done by children in the public schools: one 
in June of Red Cross posters; one in December of Christmas 
work. The two were visited by 573 people. 

Metal holders have been placed on the ends of each stack this 
year, and now contain written labels, listing the class of books 
shelved in each. This is proving of great assistance to people 
availing themselves of free access to the shelves. 

We had for a year a collection of books in Italian, loaned 
the library by the Free Public Library Commission of Massa- 
chusetts, but unlike its predecessors, its use has been but slight, 
in this year of war. 

Rather more books than usual have been borrowed through 
the Inter-Library Loan from Worcester and Boston. This ser- 
vice rendered to us by libraries whose resources are greater than 
ours is certainly much appreciated. 

The gifts to the local history collection have been more varied 
than ever before. Mrs. A. T. Gifford of Fitchburg sent us five 
books; Mr. J. Edward Barns of Milford the hand-wrought latch 
from Adin Ballou’s study door; Mrs. George H. Davis the desk 
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at which Adin Ballou did most of his writing; Mr. Frank J. 
Dutcher a colored picture of the industrial centre of Hopedale 
about 1860-61, framed in wood from one of the large timbers of 
the original Temple Shop. The work of classifying and cata- 
loguing this material has made but slight progress this year, but 
all scrap-book work has been kept up to date. 

Since July 1917, when the American Library Association first 
asked that gifts of books for the soldiers be left at the public 
libraries, we have forwarded 706 volumes—406 being sent in 
1918. Compared with the reports of other towns of less than 
2000 inhabitants, this is a result of which we may well be proud. 
As a part of our War work, a bulletin board has been used en- 
tirely for items on food conservation; a collection of recipes con- 
tributed by local people and hundreds of pamphlets furnished for 
free distribution. We have also added several books on food 
problems. 

The Branch Library at South Hopedale was forced to close 
but one day because of the influenza and so presents an enviable 
record for the year, 2864 volumes circulated. In every way, Mrs. 
Smith has tried to co-operate in this year’s necessary retrench- 
ments, and has carried her work to success in spite of changed 
conditions. After being discontinued for several years, deposits 
of books have again been sent to the South Hopedale school and 
returns show a generous use on the part of the pupils. 

The library suffered a distinct loss in the resignation of Mrs. 
Ferguson last May. Since then Mr. Meade, our janitor, has often 
served at the charging desk, both as assistant to the librarian and 
in her absence, doing this and his regular work with commendable 
faithfulness. 

To the Trustees, for continued help and support, I wish to 
express my Sincere gratitude. For the privilege of serving the 
people of Hopedale in their Public Library for the past twenty 
years, [ am deeply thankful.
